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Death of Daniel N. Walford. 
Wasuincton, D. C., Feb. 13.—Daniel N. 
Walford, one of the oldest business men 


in Washington, died suddenly at his resi- 
dence on the afternoon of Feb. 12, after 
an illness of several weeks’ duration. He 


had suffered with protracted neuralgic 
pains in the head and, several days ago, the 
ailment took a serious turn. 

Mr. Walford was 71 years of age. He 
was born in England and came to this coun- 
try and city when a mere boy. In 1873 he 
started in the jewelry business here at 477 
Pennsylvania Ave. Two sons and a 
daughter survive him. It is understood 
that his son, Alfred Walford, who has 
been associated with his father for a num- 
ber of years, will continue the business. 

Death of Daniel W. Baker. 

Newark, N. J., Feb. 13.—Daniel W. 
Baker, of Baker & Co., gold, silver and 
platinum refiners and assayers, 408 New 
Jersey Railroad Ave., was killed by a trol- 
ley car, Saturday afternoon, while attempt- 
ing to rescue a valuable pet dog from in 
front of the car, on Broad St. Mr. Baker 
was. struck by the car and carried nearly 20 
feet. Subsequent examination showed that 
his left leg was broken, his skull fractured 
and his body terribly bruised. The flesh 
was torn from his chest and shoulders, and 
death must have been instantaneous. A tel- 
ephone message was sent to Mrs. Baker. 
She identified the body and then fainted. 
The body was afterwards conveyed to their 
home, at 122 Pennsylvania Ave. The mo- 
torman and the conductor in charge of the 
car were placed under arrest on the charge 
of manslaughter. The dog escaped unin- 
jured. 

Mr. Baker’s death, in such a tragic man- 
ner, was a great shock to his many friends 
in the trade as well as outside of it. He 
was 37 years old. He was a member of 
the Sons of the American Revolution, but 
of no other social organization. He had 
always heen connected with the business of 
Baker & Co., established by his father, 
Daniel W. Baker, about 1878. The father 
died 10 years ago, since which time the 
business has been conducted by his three 
sons, Charles W., Daniel W. and Cyrus O. 








Charged With Misusing Mails to Get 
Goods from Jewelers and Others. 
Kansas City, Kan. Feb. 12.—N. D. 
Parker, a prominent citizen of Ottawa, 
Kan., was arrested, in that city,a few days 
ago at the instigation of Postoffice Inspector 
Stice, on a charge of using the mails to 
defraud. Parker was brought to this city, 
last night, where he was arraigned, and 
his bond fixed at $1,000. He will be tried 
at the April term of the Federal Court, at 
Topeka. He has borne an excellent repu- 

tation in Franklin county. 

Parker is said to have gotten all kinds 
of articles from some 110 firms in various 
cities. From the Streicher Watch & Jew- 
elry Co., Kansas City, Mo. he got jew- 
elry; from Emery, Bird, Thayer & Co., he 
got silks, satins and other fine articles of 
dress, which, it is charged, he sold to 
farmers and merchants at a great discount.

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Manufacturers Object to Paying Taxes 
for Their New York Offices. 

ATTLEBORO, Mass., Feb. 10.—A meeting of 
several Attleboro manufacturing jewelers 
was held, recently, to enter a_ protest 
against the recent action of the board of 
assessors of New York in assessing each 
firm which has an office in that city for $20,- 
00), irrespective of whether the firm had a 
large branch office or merely hired a small 
amount of desk room. Affidavits were made 
out by several of the jewelers affirming that 
they were residents of Attleboro, that they 
were taxed fully here, and that the value 
of their goods kept at the New York of- 
fices was very small. It is not believed 
that there will be any trouble in convincing 
the New York officials that the assessment 
should be lowered 


At the Department of Taxes and As- 
sessments, in Manhattan, a CrRCULAR- 
WEEKLY reporter was told that there had 
been no change in the manner and amount 
of assessment of taxes this year over other 
years, as far as the county tax was con- 
cerned. Non-resident firms in business in 
New York are taxed only on the amount 
of capital invested there, the value of their 
assets in New York on the second Mon- 
day in January. Corporations «an part 
nerships are treated alike in this, and there 
is no hardship, as taxes are assessed on the 
value which the manufacturer himself 
places on the assets. At the office of the 
Corporation Tax Commissioner, in the 
branch office of the New York State 
Comptroller, it was stated that as far as 
the State tax was concerned there was a 
difference, this year, in the tax on foreign 
corporations doing business within the 
State owing to the new law now in effect. 
This is chapter 558 of the laws of 1901, 
and proviaes that foreign corporations au 
thorized to do business in New York pay 
a percentage tax on their capital each 
year, and during the first year they must 
pay a license fee also, proportionate to the 
amount of their capital 


Skeleton and Grave Stone Discovered 
Under Jewelers’ Stores. 

Lopt, Cal., Feb. 8-—-The bones of a hu- 
man being, very likely those of a woman, 
were unearthed, recently, in a basement of 
1 brick building owned and occupied by Joe 
Friedberger, jewelet The soft earth was 
removed and the skeleton has been pre- 
served, almost intact. A gold plated ring, 
corroded till it was almost the color of the 
bones of the hand, was taken from the in- 
dex finger. Circling about one-half of the 
inside of the ring was a name that under 
a powerful glass was made out to be “Clara 
Wells” or “Clara Welts.” An iron retort 
uch as was used in the mines in early days 
for fusing metal, was found embedded in 
the earth near the skull.

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Testing Gold and Silver at the Philadel- 
phia Mint. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Feb. 14—The Assay 
Commission, appointed by President Roose- 
velt to examine and test the gold and sil- 
ver coinage of the Government for the past 
year, with respect to fineness and weight, 
met, Wednesday, at the Philadelphia mint 
and completed their work, Thursday, when 
a report was prepared for submission to 
the President. Che work of the Assay 
Commission is extremely interesting 

Of the gold pieces one coin for each 1,000 
and of silver one coin for each 2,000 pieces 
are selected. A small piece is chipped out of 
each coin submitted. This is taken to the 
assayer, who carefully decides upon the 
fineness of the metal. In all cases, whether 
the coin be gold or silver, it must stand 
a test which will show that it is .900 fine. 
Some little leniency is allowed in the 
weight. For instance, one-half grain is al- 
lowed in eagles and double eagles; one- 
quarter grain on five dollar and two and a 
half dollar gold pieces, while on all the 
silver coins a difference from the exact 
standard of one and one-half grains is not 
considered enough to cause condemnation. 

An interesting fact in connection with 
the weighing of the coins is that the unit 
used is a brass troy pound weight procured 
by the Minister of the United States at 
London, in 1827. This is about as carefully 
guarded as the vast stores of wealth that 
lie behind the doors of the huge vaults. It 
is locked up in a sort of double receptacle, 
the key to the outside door being kept at 
the Philadelphia mint, while that of the 
inner compartment is in Washington. 
Hence, the weight cannot be gotten at ex- 
cept when some official body comes here 
with instructions to use it as a standard. 


Blew Open Safe and Carried Away Plun- 
der in a Mail Sack. 

Missourt City, Mo., Feb. 10.—Safe blow- 
ers last night cracked a safe in the store 
of T. J. Mitchell and carried off about $400 
worth of jewelry. Ten watches, some chains, 
rings and other articles were taken. The 
safe door was blown off the hinges and 
imbedded in the wall. Nitro-glycerine was 
used. The post office is in the same room 
and the money drawer was opened and the 
office ransacked, but nothing of importance 
was missing. A mail sack was used to 
carry off the jewelry. A few citizens heard 
the explosion, but the robbery was not 
known until the next morning and the 
burglars had made their escape. 


Knickerbocker Silver Co. Will Build An- 
other Factory Addition. 

Port Jervis, N. Y., Feb. 10.—Prepara- 
tions are being made by the Knickerbocker 
Silver Co. for the erection of a_ building 
as large as the present plant, at the 
corner of Erie and Grand Sts., in German- 
town. The building is to be 36 feet wide, 
100 feet long and four stories high, in- 
cluding the basement. It will be devoted 
to the manufacture of silver plated 
ware and jewelers’ novelties. The new 
building will be completed about July 1. 
The machinery and other equipments will 
cost $15,000: .Work will be begun as soon 
as frost gets out of the ground.

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Classification of Garnet. 





Arguments Before the United States 
Board of General Appraisers as to 
Classification. 


he ruling of the Treasury Department, 
published in THe CrrcuLar-WEEKLy, Jan. 
16, to the effect that cut garnets designed 
for use in jewelry are dutiable at 50 per 
cent., and not at 10 per cent. as precious 
stones, has given rise, as predicted by thig 
journal, to litigation in order to settle this 
question in the courts. The ruling of 
Assistant Secretary of the Treasury Ailes 
was in brief that garnets had, of recent 
years, fallen from the category of precious 
stones into that of inferior substances, such 
as malachite, serpentine, onyx, etc., and 
that cut garnets were more specifically pro- 
vided for under Par. 115 of the Tariff Act, 
imposing a 50 per cent. duty on “manufac- 
tures of agate, . . . garnet, etc., not spe- 
cially provided for,’ than under Par. 435, 
imposing 10 per cent. duty on precious 
stones. That the Department expected and 
invited a controversy on the subject was 
evident from the concluding paragraph of 
the ruling, which read: 

“The question is therefore new, and obviously 
turns upon the commercial definition of ‘precious 
stones.” In order that the matter may be au- 
thoritatively determined on testimony of experts 
in the trade, duty should be assessed at 50 per 
cent. ad valorem under Par. 115 on garnets and 
similar stones of the above description.” 

Directly after this ruling was promul- 
gated, Albert Lorsch & Co., 37 Maiden 


Lane, New York, imported a consignment 


of cut garnets and the Collector at New 


York assessed duty as instructed, at 50 per 
cent. A protest was filed by the importers 
and the case was taken to the United States 
General Appraisers with all possible des- 
patch. 

The protest was argued, Friday, before 
General Appraiser Somerville, chairman of 
the Board of Classification. W. Wickham 
Smith appeared for the importers and put 
on the stand over a dozen prominent im- 
porters and members of the precious stone 
trade, who testified that garnets had always 
been and still are known commercially as 
precious stones, and that though sometimes 
sold in bulk, they are often sold by the 
karat also and in the same manner as other 
conceded precious stones. The Govern- 
ment’s claim that they were different from 
ordinary precious stones was pronounced 
ridiculous by many witnesses. 

Albert H. Washburn, the Government 
counsel, did not introduce any witness and 
even conceded that if the Government’s ex- 
pert, Gen. Geo. W. Mindil, were to testify 
he would say that garnet was a precious 
stone. The case was then closed and decis- 
ion reserved. 


Captain A. J. Renkl, G. S. T., Augusta, 
Ga., has been appointed acting major, to 
succeed Major N. A. Teague, of the Third 
Infantry. Major Renkl has always taken 
an active interest in military affairs and his 
advancement is heartily approved by all his 
service acquaintances. He is the only of- 
ficer now in the State service who served 
during the Spanish war, as a commissioned 
officer. He says, however, that he will not 
accept permanent promotion because he pre- 
fers to remain in command of Co. I; Third 
Regiment.

Death of Frank S. Newton.

Death of Frank H. Dimmick. 

Norwicu, N. Y., Feb. 16.—Frank H. 
Dimmick died, Feb. 12, of heart disease, 
aged 51 years. He was one of the best 
known business men of Norwich, having 
been in the jewelry business since 1881. 

Mr. Dimmick was a son of Gen, Kimball 
Hale Dimmick and was born in Norwich, 
Oct. 4, 1851. His father was one of the 
best known men in this county and, in later 
years, became one of the foremost men in 
the early history of California. The 
younger Dimmick made his home in Nor- 
wich during his early boyhood, with the ex- 
ception of a few years spent with an uncle 
in Ohio. He later learned the jeweler’s 
trade and, for a time, had a bench in his 
home in Norwich. In 1870 he went to 
Smyrna, N. Y., where he engaged in the 
jewelry business and where, in 1874, he 
married Sarah Munson. Two children were 
born to them, both of whom died in infancy, 
and in 1879 he was further bereaved by the 
death of his wife. 

Jan. 11, 1881, he married Miss Carrie 
Karr, of Smyrna, who survives him. A 
brother, Charles, resides in Binghamton, 
N. Y. In November, 1881, Mr. Dimmick 
moved to Norwich, N. Y., and entered the 
employ of Lewis & Bishop, jewelers. He 
remained in the employ of the firm and of 
Mr. Lewas, who succeeded to the business, 
until 1887, when he purchased an interest in 
the business, which was thereafter conduct- 
ed under the firm name of Lewis & Dim- 
mick. In 1899, Mr. Dimmick purchased the 
interest of his partner and has since con- 
ducted the establishment with the assist 
ance of his son, Frank H. Dimmick, Jr. Mr. 
Dimmick took great interest in local public 
matters. 

He was a Mason and the burial, follow- 
ing the funeral, to-day, was in change of 
Norwich Lodge. 

Petition for a Receiver for the Torsch 
& Minks Badge Co. 

Battimore, Md., Feb. 15.—Upon the peti- 
tion of Lewis Minks, Jr., Judge Stock- 
bridge signed an order for the Torsch & 
Minks Badge Co., 222 and 224 E. Baltimore 
St., to show cause, by Feb. 28, why a re- 
ceiver should not be appointed for the com- 
pany. The petitioner claims he has been 
deposed as general manager of the concern 
and that the president, Edward L. Torsch, 
has employed a new and unskilled man- 
ager for the manufacturing part of the 
business, and that he has reason to fear 
irreparable loss under the new management. 
He also declares that Edward L. Torsch 
has taken entire charge of the financial 
affairs, the manufacturing part of the cor- 
poration and all of their property, and acts 
as if the same was his own, which he claims 
is illegal and fraudulent, and that under 
these conditions the company will become 
insolvent. He, therefore, asks that the cor- 
poration be dissolved and a receiver be ap- 
pointed.

W. K. Vanderslice Co. Too Shrewd for a 
Bogus Check Operator. 

San Francisco, Cal., Feb. 12.—A quiet 
mannered young man named Ray Sutton 
Garlick, the son of a Tacoma, Wash., 
banker, was caught in this city, Thursday 
last, while attempting to pass a forged check 
on the W. K. Vanderslice Co. Garlick first 
telephoned to the jewelry house, stating 
that he was a nephew of William Alford, 
president of the Bank of California and 
that he wished to make some purchases. 
The Vanderslice Co. telephoned to Mr. Al- 
ford concerning the matter and were in- 
formed that he had no nephew. The police 
were then communicated with, and when 
Garlick appeared on the scene, everything 
was ready for him. 

He bought a gold watch and diamond ring 
and gave in payment a $100 check bearing 
William Alford’s signature. He was given 
the proper change and he walked out of 
the door only to be stopped by a police- 
man in waiting. When his room at the 
Palace Hotel was searched a note-book was 
found in which were carefully noted the 
addresses, telephone numbers, etc., of such 
prominent jewelry houses as Shreve & Co., 
W. K. Vanderslice Co. and William Glinde- 
mann. He also had on his list the Chinn- 
Beretta Optical Co. On, the person of the 
young man, who is apparently about 21 
years of age, were found a number of 
forged checks, all bearing the name of Mr. 
Alford. It has since been ascertained that 
Garlick worked his scheme more success 
fully in Tacoma and Portland.

Report Concerniny* the Affairs of R. 
Chéster Frost & Co. Made to Creditors. 


The Jewelers’ Association and Board. of 
Trade, New York, make the following re- 
port regarding R. Chester Frost & Co., 
Chicago, IIL: 

“The examination of the officers of the 
company before the referee has been prac- 
tically completed, although the matter is still 
kept open, in order to retain jurisdiction, so 
if any new question should arise, we may 
make further examination. 

“The exact amount of indebtedness, as 
shown by a careful investigation of the 
books, is $100,572.92. Of this $31,001.03 rep- 
resents the alleged claim of R. Chester 
Frost individually and $3,904.53 represents 
the claims of George K. Harrington and 
George K. Harrington & Co. These latter 
claims may be practically ignored, as we are 
confident that they cannot possibly be al- 
lowed against the estate, so that the actual 
indebtedness to be taken care of is a little 
over $65,000. 

“The trustees give the following figures of 
the assets: Stock and fixtures, $26,528; cash 
in receiver’s hands, $2,000; accounts receiv- 
able about $4,000; total, $32,528. 

“We find that nearly all of the larger 
creditors have received considerable 
amounts in payments during four months 
preceding bankruptcy, and there is a dis- 
position on the part of one or two credi- 
tors who are so unfortunate as not to be in 
the same situation, to object to all such 
claims, on the ground of preferential pay- 
ments. Negotiations are still being actively 
carried on with R. Chester Frost and his at- 





torney, looking to a settlement. A tentative 
proposition of 25 cents on the dollar has 
been suggested by Mr. Frost’s attorney, but 
was, of course, not favorably _ received. 
There is also a quantity of jewelry ina safe 
deposit box in the Commercial Safe De- 
posit vaults, held in the name of R. Ches- 
ter Frost, individually, but claimed by the 
receiver. A petition was filed and a re- 
straining order entered which prevents Mr. 
Frost from removing any of this property, 
but until the trustee in bankruptcy is ap- 
pointed, the Court probably has no jurisdic- 
tion to determine the title to the property 
or to compel the disclosure as to its char- 
acter and value. 

“On account of the question of preferen- 
tial payments, if for no other reason, a set- 
tlement is a very desirable thing for .the 
generality of the creditors, provided an: of- 
fer of an amount sufficient can be obtained. 
Every effort is being made to secure such 
an offer, and meanwhile counsel are prepar- 
ing to take steps to prevent R. Chester Frost 
fron disposing of any of his other individ- 
ual pféperty until his liability for the in- 
debtedness of the corporation can be deter- 
mined.” 


Sapphire Fields of Yogo District, Mon- 
tana, May Change Hands. 


Great FAtts, Mont., Feb. 10.—Negotia- 
tions have been under way for the sale of 
the Sweeney and Burke sapphire fields, in 
the Yogo district, to the American Mining 
& Development Co., or, as it is more com- 
monly known, the McLure syndicate. The 
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Sweeney and Burke fields adjoin those of 
the London company, in the Yogo district, 
and are a continuation of the London com- 
pany’s lead. Aside from the gem producing 
capacity, the chief value of the Sweeney 
and Burke property is that it has all the 
water necessary to work the fields, which 
is an essential. Some time ago there was 
an offer for purchase from the London com- 
pany, but it was not accepted, as at that time 
it was the intention of Sweeney and Burke 
to work them on their own account.

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Missouri Jewelers Banquet. 


12th Annual Banquet of the Retail Jew- 
elers’ Association of Missouri a 
Great Success. 

St, Louts, Mo., Feb. 15.—The 12th an- 
nual banquet of the Retail Jewelers’ Asso- 
ciation of Missouri, which was given at 
Schraps’s restaurant, last evening, St. Val- 
entine’s night, was the most largely attend- 
ed and successful entertainment in the his- 
tory of the organization. The feature of 
the evening was the good fellowship and 
sociability which prevailed. 

The members sat down to the banquet 
about 8 o'clock and departed for their 
homes about midnight. Two tables extend- 
ed parallel to each other the full length of 
the dining hall, while another crossed them 
at one end, and was occupied by the offi- 
cials of the association and speakers. The 
tables were handsomely decorated, red and 
white prevailing. Flowers were also artis- 
tically arranged on the tables. 

Music was furnished by Goedecke’s or- 
chestra, which was hid behind a hedge of 
potted plants and streamers of red and 
white bunting. During the evening the 
Paragon quartette rendered selections. 

Herman Mauch, chairman of the enter- 
tainment committee and financial secretary 
of the association, was the toastmaster, 
and, after giving an address of welcome, in- 
troduced each speaker in succession, with 
happy remarks and stories appropriate to 
the subject that was to follow. 

The first speaker was Lieut.-Governor of 
Missouri Hon. John A. Lee, who opened his 





remarks by saying it was an honor to be in- 
vited and to address the members on the 
subject, “The Great State of Missouri.” He 
said that he had no set speech, but was go- 
ing to have a heart to heart talk with the 
members. He spoke of the value of hav- 
ing an organization to protect the jewelry 
industry.

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Death of Charles L. Tiffany. 
| 


Charles L. Tiffany, the world’s most 
famous jewelry merchant, passed away, 
yesterday morning, at his home, 252 Madi- 
son Ave., New York. With the death of 
the founder and head of the house of Tif- 
fany & Co., the jewelry trade loses its 
most prominent member and one whose 


name was known in every quarter of the 
globe where civilized people exist, and 
was a synonym for all that is best in 
jewelry and kindred lines. 

Mr. Tiffany lived to celebrate his 90th 
birthday, which occurred, Saturday, though 
this was the first time in the memory ot 
his employes, when Mr. Tiffany was not 
at his office on that day to greet his clerks 
and associates and receive their felicita- 
tions. Mr. Tiffany’s death was due to two 
causes: First, a fall which he received 
last October and which resulted in an in- 
jury to his hip, confining him to his home 
from that time; and, second, an attack of 
pneumonia, from which he had been suffer- 
ing since the middle of last week. From 
the time that pneumonia set in, Dr. E. G. 
Janeway was in constant attendance, and 
the attack was so slight that no serious 
result was at first expected. During his 
birthday. Saturday, however, Mr. Tiffany 
was so weak that the physician and the 
family would not allow him to be seen by 
the many people who called at his house 
to express their congratulations, nor was 





| he able to see the deputation which came 
| from his employes and associates in busi- 
ness, bearing a greeting engrossed on 
parchment, signed by 1,192 people con- 
nected with the Tiffany & Co. establish- 
ment, and with it a massive loving cup of 
original design, a special present from the 
employes for this occasion. During Sun- 
day and Monday, Mr. Tiffany’s condition 
did not improve. Monday night he grew 


worse, passing away at eight minutes past 
3 o'clock, yesterday morning. 

Mr. Tiffany's death soon became known 
to the jewelry trade, yesterday, and on all 
sides there was nothing but expressions of 
regret and sorrow at the news. Funeral 
services will be held Thursday, Feb. 20, at 
10 o'clock a. M., at the Madison Square 
Presbyterian Church. The houses of Tif- 
fany & Co., in New York and Paris, as well 
as all the factories of the firm, were closed, 
yesterday, and will probably remain closed 





until after the funeral. 

Just prior to Mr. Tiffany’s death, an un- 
usual honor was conferred upog him by 
the New York Chamber of Commerce, 
which body requested a copy of his por- 
trait for their gallery. This is the first 
time that a portrait of a living member 
was ever asked for for this gallery, those 
row hanging having been presented by 
the heirs of deceased members. A fine por- 
trait, by William M. Chase, was forwarded 
to the Chamber of Commerce, Saturday. 

The officers of Tiffany & Co., at the 
time of Mr. Tiffany’s death, were: Charles

Jewelers and Opticians Figure Losses 
and Prepare to Resume Business. 


Paterson, N. J., Feb. 17.—Work of clear- 
ing away the ruins of the buildings burned 
in the conflagration of last week is pro- 
gressing rapidly and new construction will 
be begun as soon as the ground can be 
cleared. Martial law was discontinued by 
the Mayor, Feb. 13, against the wishes of 
who feared for the 


many business men, 

safety of the property in the ruins. When 
the National Guard battalion were with- 
drawn and the soldiers were no longer 


guarding the burned district, the only pro- 
tection about the ruins, at night, were a 
few policemen in citizens’ clothes, their uni- 
forms having been destroyed in the fire. 
They captured two young men pilfering. 
James Joyce was caught in the ruins of the 
Dechert Co., and 
when silver and copper 
was found in his possession. 

To the astonishment of the workers and 
sightseers about the ruins, the hands of the 
ruined City Hall clock began to move for 
the first time since they stopped at 17 min- 
utes past 8 o’clock, Sunday morning, dur- 
ing the height of the fire. They did not 
move in unison, first one side moving and 
stopping, to be followed in the same man- 
ner by those on another face. Several jew- 
elers who were questioned declared they 
could not explain the phenomenon. 

The burned out jewelers and opticians 
are gradually recovering from the effects of 
the disaster and some of them have already 
resumed business, but the scarcity of avail- 
able stores and offices makes it practically 
impossible for all to do so, at present, even 
if they can afford or are willing to pay the 
great increase in rents demanded and read- 
ily obtained for such places as were vacant 
before the fire. The total loss from the fire 
now estimated at about $7,000,000, of 
which total the jewelers and opticians lost 
about $33,500. 

W. H. Beck, dealer in jewelers’ supplies 
and rubber stamps, informed Tue Crircu- 
LAR-WEEKLY that his loss was about $1,500, 
half covered by insurance. He will resume 
business in a few weeks, “even if I have 
to carry a sample case.” 

Hewlett & Sachs, opticians, lost about 
$6,200. Their insurance was $5,500. In 
their safe, recovered from the ruins, were 
goods in good condition sufficient to make 
their salvage $2,000.

Herrick, whose optical store was destroyed 
in the great fire, died, last night, after an 
illness of three days, due to exposure while 
endeavoring to re-establish his business. 
He was well known in the city. All his 
life he had suffered from poor health, but 
was, nevertheless, of cheerful disposition.

ceased was brought to this city by his par- 
ents in 1872, and after that time Paterson 
was his home, although much time was 
spent in the west, pursuing health.

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CHARLES L. TIFFANY. 


ARLY in the morning of Feb. 18, the 

soul of Charles L. Tiffany left its 
earthly shell, and thus passed away from the 
scene of mortal work, one of the greatest 
merchants the world has ever produced. 
While Mr. Tiffany lived far beyond the span 
of life of which the Psalmist speaks, having 
just passed his 90th birthday, he was a 
man of wonderful vitality and activity; and 
though he had been recently in ill health, 
his recovery was anticipated, and, there- 
fore, the news of his dissolution came with 
the force of suddenness and with the sense 
of shock. Time is too short, now, for us 
to give a just estimate of the career and 
character of this noted personage. We 
reserve it for our next issue, merely say- 
ing now that in the death of Charles L. 
Tiffany the jewelry industry of the world 
loses one of its greatest leaders and one 
whose ideals are perpetuated in many of the 
best exponents of the industry of to-day. 


N illuminating ex- 
position of the 
extent of the growth 
of the jewelry indus- 
try of Attleboro is afforded in the state- 
ment presented, a few days ago, before 
the legislative committee on banks and 
banking of the Massachusetts Legislature, 
by Renresentative Thomas W. Williams, in 
the petition for a certificate of incorpora- 
tion for a trust company for that town. 
The statement set forth the following: 

Attleboro to-day is the most progressive town 
in the Commonwealth. This is admitted by all 
who have taken the interest to make an investiga- 
tion. There are statistics in this building that bear 
me out in making the statement. The progress of 
Attleboro has not been due to the single indi- 
vidual. It has been concerted action on the part of 
all. The men who appear as petitioners in this 
matter have in mind a greater Attleboro and they 
are backed by the working people from whose 
ranks I come to represent the town. It has been 
this harmonious action that has made Attleboro 
really a marked community during the last two or 
three years. Manufacturers and workingmen have 
walked hand in hand on the road to prosperity. 
Both are ‘entitled to credit. 

This marked progress finds everybody in the 
town in a particularly peculiar position. Permit me 
to state briefly their position. In 1890 the popula- 
tion, was 7,577; in 1900, according to the United 
States census, the population was 11,335; in 1902 
a careful estimate gives Attleboro a population of 
over 13,000, That shows a healthy increase. Another 
thing that shows growtn, a remarkable growth I 
might say, is the statement of business of the post 
office as returned to the authorities at Washing- 
ton. The report made for the fiscal year ending 
March 31, 1898, showed the receipts of the office 
to be $16,100; March 31, 1901, the report showed 
$25,000; the business up to the present time 
amounts to $27,000, and tnere are yet two months 
before the making up of the annual report. A 
careful estimate places the year’s business ending 
March 31, 1902, at $32,000 at least. This shows 
prosperity. 

Again, an idea of the growth of Attleboro can 
be gained by the reports of the assessors of the 
town. In 1896 the valuation was plac d t $* 9°3 
141; in 1897, $5,644,900; in 1898, $5,992,992; in 
1899, $6,390,968; in 1900, $7,086,790, and this 
year the assessed valuation will be about $8,300,000. 
This last figure is furnished by a member of the 
Board of Assessors. Do not these figures show 
remarkable growth, Mr. Chairman? 

While every department in the town government 
has shown immense gains, the business of the 
community has increased proportionately. In fact 
the growth of the town’s industry, manufacture of 
jewelry of every grade, has more than kept pace 
with the growth noted. Contemplate these figures. 
The Bureau of Statistics of labor, the office of

which. is in. this building, is my authority. In 
1895 the total output of manufactured product 
amounted to $4,000,000; and tne wages paid to the 
persons employed in the production amounted to 
$1,347,399. This does not include the salaries paid 
salesmen, bookkeepers and others. The figure of 
wages represents the actual sum paid those per- 
sons who produced the jewelry. What was the 
tctal output last year, Mr. Chairman? Do not be 
amazed at the figure. In 1901 the total output of 
Attleboro’s jewelry establishments was $9,000,000, 
$5,000,000 more than in 1895, an increase of 125 
per cent. in six years. Where is there another town 
in New England that can show such a gain? The 
wages increased from $1,347,399 to $2,300,000. 
These are figures that cannot be disputed. 

Mr. Chairman, you might say: What has this 
array of figures and facts to do with the bill before 
the committee? These figures and facts have all 
to do with the matter under consideration. Attle 
horo to-day transacts its business through one na- 
tional bank, an institution established years ago. 
It is a grand institution, but it does not meet the 
requirements of the town. In Att eboro there is no 
institution where a workingman can deposit his 
earnings or a portion of them. Eevery man em- 
ployed in the jewelry establishments of Attleboro 
is skilled in his line. He receives good wages. 
Many own their homes. In no sense can Attle- 
horo’s workingmen be compared with those who 
find employment in the establishments of mill 
cities classed as factories. These men have no 
place to deposit their earnings and the fact that 
they have no place to make such deposits at home 
is a hardship. Such an establishment as is asked 
for in this bill is an actual necessity. If Attleboro 
had had such an establishment it would be far 
greater than it is to-day. 

Here is another point that has bearing upon this 
question. Every week in the year over $25,000 are 
deposited in the banking institutions of Rhode 
Island. That $25,000 a week represents $100,000 
each month, or $1,200,000 a year going out of the 
Commonwealth from the town of Attleboro to the 
benefit of the banking institutions of Rhode Island 
and to the detriment of Attleboro and the Common 
wealth which you and I serve. is this right? 
Should we, as good citizens, permit this to con- 
tinue? The Commonwealth does not intend to 
drive its wealth of earnings from the State, | 
hope. I believe it is to the best interests of this 
great State to keep this fortune within its borders, 
and this can be accomplished in no other way than 
by the granting of the charter which these thor 
oughly reliable and competent business men of 
Attleboro ask of you. 

I reiterate, Mr. Chairman, Attleboro business 
and workingmen find that this is a necessity. The 
town is greatly in need of such an institution. The 
State figures in the matter to the extent of. $1,209,- 
000, and the petitioners have come to you, repre- 
sentatives Of the Commonwealth, to aid them in 
keeping this great. amount within our borders, 
where it can be used for the betterment of progres- 
sive Attleboro and the greatest of Commonwealths 
in the Union.

ANSWER :—1l. From a practical stand- 
point, there are no exact proportions ad- 
hered to by diamond cutters in the cutting 
of brilliants, the character of rough stones 





determining, to a great extent, the propor- 
tions of the gem to be cut therefrom. Gen 
erally, however, the brilliant, as used in this 
country, is about one-third above the girdle 
and about two-thirds below. The propor- 
tion between the diameter of the table and 
of the girdle varies with the stone and the 
ability of the cutter to obtain a fine color. 
Of the 56 facets, 32 are above the girdle, 
between the girdle and table, and 24 are 
below, between the table and the culet. The 
angle of the facets to the diameter at the 
girdle depends both upon the properties of 
the rough stone and also upon the market 
for which they are cut, Antwerp cut stones 
being in many cases flatter than those of 
\msterdam, as well as those cut in Amer- 
ica. 2. The coloring matter of gems is gen- 
erally found to arise from the presence of 
metallic oxide. This applies to most of the 
gems named above. The sapphire and ruby 
are exactly the same stone, except as to 
color, the ruby being in all cases red and 
the sapphire, so called, almost any other 
tint; the olivine is the same as the -chryso- 
lite or peridot; the cat’s-eye is a variety of 
chalcedonic quartz and is found in yellowish 
green, yellowish brown, blackish and hy- 
acinth red color. The singular effect. re- 
sembling the feline eye, which is produced 
when it is cut en cabochon is caused by fibers 
of amianthoid asbestos running parallel 
across the stone.

SHAPING NEW view with John H. 


DESTINY. Ellis, South Bend, 
Ind., president of the 
American Association of Opticians, we 


learned that it was his intention to soon call 
together the executive committee of that 
association for the purpose of trimming the 
sails and getting everything in shipshape 
condition before entering Boston harbor. 
Matters have been very quiet with the as- 
sociation, since their last convention, in Chi- 
cago, but a good deal of study is being put 
upon the problem of shaping their destiny 
to the needs of the rapidly growing body 
of men who claim kinship to the profes- 
sion. Undoubtedly, as a result of this study 
and the meeting of the executive committee, 
some plan of amalgamating the different 
State and Canadian societies with the 
broader organization will be put forward. 
This must be done at a time sufficiently in 
advance of the Boston meeting to give the 
different State societies an opportunity to 
respond properly to the call. It would seem 
as though the proposed change of organiza- 
tion would prove popular, except, perhaps, 
among a few self-sufficient officers who may 
be looking for personal glory rather than 
the general good of the cause. There have 
not been wanting examples of such nar- 
rowness of spirit, in the past, but we sin- 
cerely hope that these ways may be forgot- 
ten and that there will be everywhere dis- 
played a unanimity of purpose to consoli- 
date the opticians of America into one grand 
organization. 

President Ellis feels as though there were 
certain things needed for the purpose, 
among others a means of reaching members 
regularly and placing an invitation into the 
hands of those who are not, but who ought 
to be, members. His idea is for the asso- 
ciation to issue an official monthly bulletin 
for this purpose, not an optical journal by 
any means nor yet destitute of optical lit- 
erature, but primarily for association pur- 
poses. Yet he feared that such an effort 
might be construed as an attempt to camp 
on the trail of some of the established trade 
journals. As far as we are concerned, we 
advised him that it would require too much 
of a distortion of fundamental principles, 
too much of a looking-for-trouble disposi- 
tion, to construe it in that way, and that we 
thought the plan perfectly legitimate, proper

and valuable. To be rightly conducted, such 
a publication should be one of the appur- 
tenances of membership in the association. 
The membership fee should include it. No 
optical publication would regard this as an 
encroachment. Besides this matter, other 
topics introduced indicate that the presi- 
dent of the American Association has on his 
thinking cap and is endeavoring, amid 
various icebergs, to steer the craft in safe 
but at the same time progressive channels.

T HE recent attempt 

made in Iowa 
by physicians to 
browbeat an optician 
out of his practice in optics was promptly 
headed off and resulted in the discharge of 
the optician. But it may not be the last of 
this case nor of similar cases in lowa nor 
other States. The State optical societies 
may even be called upon to defend men less 
worthy of their assistance than the case that 
the Iowa State Optical Society so promptly 
took upon their own shoulders. Against 
malicious prosecution of this kind there 
must soon be a lesson administered to offi- 
cious local health officers. We have no 
sympathy with opticians who make unnec- 
essary and unwarranted pretensions, espe- 
cially those that are calculated to convey a 
wrong impression. There is no need of it 
and no self-respecting optician will make an 
impostor of himself in this way. The opti- 
cian is not a divine nor any other kind of a 
healer. If he pretends to cure diseases or to 
do anything more with the eyes than to 
make an optical correction of them, he is, 
necessarily, treading on thin ice and makes 
himself a fakir of the first water. That 
many of the ills of the flesh and that much 
of the distress of the nervous system and 
even that cerebral disturbances may be 
caused by direct ocular reflexes does not 
help him in the least. The opticians who 
make such pretensions could not show the 
anatomical and physiological relations of 
the organs affected to the eyes if they were 
given seven bags of gold to do so. They 
make these pretensions simply and solely 
because they wish to give their patients an

erroneous impression as to their qualifica- 


tions, and this is fraud, pure and simple. 
It will be hard for a State optical societv 
to defend a fakir of this sind, and probably 
they would never do so if the attack came 
from any other quarter.

On the Necessity For Reforms in Specta- 
cles For Near Work—Stereoscopic 


Spectacles. * 
ENTLEMEN, you know that our 
common optical instruments have 


undergone two successive improvements 
of importance. The first improvement 
consisted in the substitution of binocular 
for monocular instruments and the next 


in the production of stereoscopic appar- 
atus. Three centuries ago the first at- 
tempts were made to construct binocular 
telescopes and microscopes (according to 
Kepler’s system) and it is curious that 
only much later, namely, in 1827, was the 
Galilean telescope constructed in a binoc- 
ular form, constituting the present day 
opera glasses. In just the same way, sub- 
sequent to the invention of the ophthal- 
moscope and othoscope were devised bin- 
ocular types of the same instruments. As 
a matter of course there was no necessity 
for invention in this matter which we are 
to consider just now, spectacles being the 
oldest of binocular instruments; but no 
attempt had been made to render these 
latter stereoscopic. 

As you are aware, the honor of intro- 
ducing a new and radical improvement in 
optical instruments belongs to Helmholtz. 
By means of the telesteroscope, he proved 
that a virtual augmentation of the inter- 
pupillary distance of the observer leads to 
a much enhanced delicacy of appreciation 
of the relief of objects examined. He no- 
ticed the same phenomenon in connection 
with ordinary stereo-photographic work, 
where the illusion of relief rendered by 
the two views of an object is the more 
accentuated the greater the separation of 
the places whence those two views are 
photographed. Helmholtz constructed 
the first stereoscopic telescope, which he 
described in his physiologic 
optics, published in 1867. 

In accordance with the theory of Helm- 
holtz have been constructed lately various 
stereoscopic instruments—compound mag- 
nifiers, microscopes and telescopes. The 
latter are of great practical importance 
for both sea and land military forces. 

I succeeded in 1898 in constructing an 
appliance to replace the ,common monoc- 
ular magnifier of short focus, which is 
used so extensively in science, industry 
and the fine arts (by watchmakers, 
gravers and others), the substitute being 
a stereoscopic binocular of the same focus.

The very great advantages obtained by 
means of these stereoscopic instruments 
encouraged the hope that stereoscopic 


spectacles might call forth an augmented 
facility of scrutinizing objects in their 
minute detzils; and this wauld be of great 
importance. 

The solution of the problem of center- 
ing spectacles for near work gave me at 
the same time a most simple and practical 
idea as to the construction of stereoscopic 
spectacles. 

What we require is

planes of the lenses of optical instruments 
should be perpendicular to the axes of 
those instruments—those axes correspond- 
ing to the optical axes of the lenses, and 
visual lines of the observer. 

From this point of view of exactness 
of centering, the latest improvements in 
optical instruments with apochromatic 
lenses have reached a point of culmina- 
tion which was indeed unexpected. 

The human eye itself is but defectively 
centered, and the principal planes of its 
different elements are far from being per- 
pendicular to the axis of the eye. 

Spectacles for distance can only be cen 
tered for those directions of the visual 
lines of both eyes which are parallel to 
the median line. Spectacles for reading 
are centered for convergence of the visual 
lines at a point situated 33 cm. from the 
eye. 

Thus, as used for distance, 
present the correct position of the prin- 
cipal planes—perpendicular to the visual 
lines. 

The desire to employ the same frame 
for spectacles for distance and for reading 
is quite wrong. It was observed long ago 
that persons wearing eyeglasses for read- 
ing inclined them more to the vertical 
the more the observer was required to cast 
his eyes down. And indeed this position 
is the only one reasonable, as it is ad- 
mitted that the visual lines traverse the 
optical centers of the lenses, and should 
be perpendicular to their principal planes. 

For this reason then, reading spectacles 
ought to have their lenses inclined to the 
vertical, with centers lower than would be 
those of spectacles for distance. The pro- 
priety of such inclination of the lenses of 
reading spectacles in nowadays admit- 
ted by everybody. English and American 
opticians have even invented adjustments 
permitting such inclination, or its sup- 
pression for those cases where the same 
spectacles are to be employed both for 
reading and distance. 

The lenses of reading spectacles with- 
out this inclination are necessarily oblique 
to the direction of the visual lines, and 
have besides their spherical and astigmatic 
action. 

This astigmatic action of inclined lenses 
was known long ago. Thomas Young 
used it in the year 1801 for the correction 
of astigmatism in his eye. And I have 
noticed that persons using an ordinary 
magnifier often wear it obliquely and cor- 
rect instinctively in this way the astig- 
matism of the eye by the astigmatism of 
the oblique lens. 

I have examined the astigmatic action 
of oblique lenses not only from the point 
of view of its clinical advantages but also 
as regards its harmful influence in spec- 
tacles as commonly used. 

I have proved by experience that the 
inclination of reading lenses, so that their 
planes shall be perpendicular to the visual 
lines, increases the clearness of the object 
examined, and that the vertical (unin- 
clined) position of such lenses produces 
an astigmatism which augments the astig- 
matism of most human eyes. 

In view of the fact that the visual lines 
converge for near distances, spectacles as 
they are used at the present time are 
oblique to the visual axes; and according 
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to my personal investigations, this ob- 
liquity increases the astigmatism present 
in the eyes of most persons examined. 

The only one rational form of specta- 
cles or eyeglasses for reading is therefore 
one having a double inclination—having 
the upper parts at a greater distance from 
the eyes than the lower parts, and having 
the temporal edges of the glasses removed 
further from the eyes than the nasal edges. 

An exact centering, that is the coinci- 
dence of the visual lines with the axes 
of the spectacle lenses is possible for only 
one direction of,the eyes, for which is 
always chosen (for distance purposes) the 
horizontal direction, with parallelism of 
the visual lines to the median line. 

The centering for reading is made for 
a distance of 33 cm. in the median line, 
the planes of the lenses being slightly in- 
clined. In writing, reading, etc., our 
visual lines form an angle of about 30° to 
the horizontal, of which 15° are due to 
the inclination of the head and 15° to the 
inclination of the eyes. 

Corresponding to every movement - of 
the eye, up or down or laterally, a spec- 
tacle lens exerts besides its spheric action 
a prismatic one. The prismatic action is 
zero in the axis, it is slight in the peri- 
central part and progressively increases in 
the outer zones, reaching its maximum at 
the edge of the lens. 

The deviation of the visual lines in lat 
eral movements of the eyes is the same 
for both eyes in spectacles for distance, 
and therefore these spectacles do not in 
terfere with co-ordinated movements of 
the eyes, but only cause trouble in judg- 
ing the true direction of an object in the 
peripheric part of the visual field. It is 
easy to observe this phenomenon in the 
case of persons who have undergone an 
operation for cataract. Schmidt-Rimpler 
remarked that these persons did not esti- 
mate distances so well as the one-eyed. 

But this author is not right in explain- 
ing the phenomenon by lack of the crys- 
talline lens—that is to say, by loss of ac- 
commodation. I examined from this 
point of view persons having undergone 
an operation of cataract, and I found that 
their faulty visual orientation was due to 
different causes: a prolonged disuse of 
vision during a development of the cata- 
ract, enlargement of the retinal images 
by convex glasses, adducent prismatic ac 
tion of wrongly centered lenses, which 
cause the aphakic eyes to judge objects 
nearer than they really are. The result 
is uncertainty of movements, especially 
when traversing the street. Even vertigo 
has been experienced by persons using 
strong glasses who have undergone the 
operation for cataract (Kénigstein).

Oculars for General Laboratory Work. 





T HE microscopes intended for general 
laboratory work, as, for example, the 
BB4, are usually furnished with the two- 
inch and one-inch eyepieces. The writer, 
as an experiment, ordered two _ instru- 
ments of this kind, substituting the three- 
fourths inch eyepiece for the one inch. 
The results were very gratifying. The 
one-sixth objective is not at all overtaxed 
by the use of the three-fourths inch eye- 
piece, and the gain in magnification is con- 
siderable. The range of the four magnifi- 
cations possible with two objectives and 
two oculars is greater and more suitable 
for general work. The results following 
the use of the three-fourths inch eyepiece 
are especially noticeable in the study of 
minute objects, as fungus, spores, bacteria, 
rhizoids, etc. It is the opinion of the 
writer that when only two eyepieces are 
used, for general work, they should be the 
two inch and the three-fourths inch.— 
Journal of Applied Microscopy.

Key to Article on “Balances, Their Moment of Inertia and Radius of Gyration.” 
BY PUTEANUS, 


(Continued from page 72, Feb. 12.) 

W* have seen in the previous article 

that the arms of a compensation bal- 
ance turn inward when exposed to heat, as 
shown by Fig. 4, and caused the radius of 
gyration to become shorter. That means that 
the curve or circle described by the bal- 
ance, although of the same number of de- 
grees, becomes shorter and also that the 
resistance to the impulse imparted to the 
balance by the fork has decreased. The 
wheel and axle are a perpetual lever and so 
is the balance. A lever transmits the ac- 
tion of a power and a resistance or load, 
and that is also what the balance does. It 
transmits the impulse received from the 
fork to the hairspring by winding it up, 
which in return, by unwinding, pulls the 
balance back, so as to receive a new im- 
pulse from the fork in the reversed direc- 
tion, this motion being repeated perpetu- 
ally. 

The distance of the power or load from 
the center of oscillation is called an arm 
or radius of the lever. In spurwheels and 
pulleys, transmitting power to other wheels, 
as in solid flywheels, the changes of their 
diameter from temperature is of no or lit- 
tle importance, but it is different with the 
compensation balance. To determine the 
distance of the load or weight from the cen- 
ter of oscillation we have to find out where 
the mean load is located and it has been ex- 
plained how to do this on page 62 of THE 
CrrcULAR-WEEKLY, of Dec. 25, 1901. 

The radius of gyration, ¢. e., the radius 
that counts, was found to be 50.84 in the 
balance represented by Figs. 1 and 2, not- 
withstanding that the extremity of its body 
is at 66 from the center of oscillation. For 
the sake of shortness I said 50.84, 66, etc., 
it may mean as many feet, inches, hun- 
dredths of inches, or decimeter, centimeter, 
millimeter, etc.; and the numbers given for 
the weight may designate English, French, 
or any other weight; the calculations remain 
the same and the result will also be the 
same. 

The radius being 50.84, means that the 
balance must be considered as if its whole 
load or weight were evenly distributed in a 
circle of 50.84 distant from the center of os- 
cillation, and that a circle described by this 
balance would be of a length of 50.84 x 2 
< 3.1416 = 356.93 (the number 3.1416 rep- 
resents the Greek letter 7, and 2 < 50.84 
is the diameter of gyration), instead of 66 





x 2 (which is its greatest material diame- 
ter) & 3.1416 = 414.69. 

When the arms are drawn inside, as il- 
lustrated by Fig. 4, they take with them 
the weight of the screws e, e’, d, d’, c, c’, 
b, b’, and a, a’, the latter screws more than 
the former. The load or a good deal of the 
load of the balance becomes displaced and 
its lever shortened. 

We have seen, in the first article, what a 
change in the rate the displacement of two 
screws caused, which were removed not 
more than the thickness of a washer or 
about only 1-66th of the great radius. (It 
made the radius of gyration greater and 
there was a loss of 4.26 seconds an hour, 
or 1 min. and 42 sec. a day. About as much 
gain would have been made had they been 
moved inside. It is, therefore, easy to con- 
ceive that the displacement of part of an 
arm carrying with it several screws will 
have a much greater influence upon ,the 
length of the radius; i. e¢., upon the length 
of the circle described by that radius, and 
that through it the time needed to describe 
shorter or greater circles can be made to 
cause a change in the rate of several min- 
utes a day. 

In order to fully elucidate the question of 
the radius of gyration, the following dem- 
onstration, that will be readily understood 
by almost any man having the slightest idea 
of mechanics, will remove all the mysteries 
surrounding the compensation balance. We 
all remember having been on a merry-go- 
round or carousal. Now, suppose a carou- 
sal of 18-ft. diameter or 9-ft. radius to 
have three rows of horses, one row being at 
eight, the next at six, and the nearest to the 
axis of rotation four feet distant of the 
center of rotation. Suppose the row of 
horses farthest distant to carry 60 persons, 
the two other rows to be empty and the 
carousal to make eight turns a minute; it 
will be clear that if those 60 persons mount- 
ed the horses nearest to the axis of rotation 
the engine would have easier work. Why? 
Because the distance of the load from the 
center of oscillation has diminished or, in 
other words, the radius of gyration or the 
lever of the carousal has become shorter. 

The same rules and formulas must be fol- 
lowed to find the radius of gyration of a 
carousal as those already given here to find 
that of a compensation balance, except, of 
course, that in a construction like a carousal 
we would only consider objects of weights 
proportional to the balance. Suppose we 





| 


| had weighed all the persons and the objects 
| composing the carousal; measured the dis- 
| tance of their centers of gravity to the axis 
of rotation and proceeded as was done with 
the particles composing the balance, and 
had found the radius of gyration to be 7, 
when the people were sitting on the horses 
farthest away, and to be 4 when sitting on 
the horses nearest the center of rotation. 
The great radius will then describe a circle 
of 7 & 2 * 3.1416 = 43.98 each turn, and, 
making eight turns every minute, would 
amount to a total of 351.84. If, now, the 
people moved to the innermost row, of 
which the radius of gyration with such a 
load had been calculated to be 4, that radius 
would give 4 & 2 & 3.1416 = 25.13, as the 
length described by each turn. Dividing 
the amount of the greater radius made in 
one minute by the length described each 


so i would make the 
carousal turn 14 times in one minute instead 
of eight as before, provided the same motive 
power be applied as before. If 50 persons 
had moved the difference would be less; if 
40, still less, and so on, but every single per- 
son removed inside will make a difference, 
notwithstanding the diameter of the plat- 
form of the carousal has not changed. And 
so it is exactly with the compensation bal- 
ance. 

When the radius of gyration has become 
smaller by the removal of people nearer to 
the axis of rotation, the engineer closes the 
valve accordingly, spending less propelling 
power, in order to get the same number of 
turns in a minute, as before. The work of 
the engineer in the carousal is automatically 
accomplished in the watch, for when the 
weight of the screws and the rims have 
moved inside they make the work of the 
hair and mainsprings easier, because the 
lever of the load has become shorter and 
this is to compensate for the loss of mo- 
tive power or elasticity of those springs sus- 
tained from heat. The reverse happens 
when the watch is exposed to cold. 

As it is hardly possible to calculate how 
much a watch will gain or lose by heat, ex- 
cept approximately, in big factories where 
thousands of watches are made of the same 
size, with the same material, the same hard- 
ness of hair and mainsprings, and with the 
same kind of oil, it sometimes happens in 
non-adjusted watches that the balances do 
not compensate enough or compensate too 
much. It is the duty of the careful watch 
repairer to find out if the compensation 
works well. When the watch runs fast 
in hot weather, it indicates that too much 
weight is being moved inward by the rim; 
i. e., that the radius of gyration has be- 
comg too short. In such a case the screws,

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a, a’, should be removed nearer to e, e’, as 
the nearer they move in that direction the 
less the weight will be displaced. 

If the wafch runs exact in the mean tem- 
perature and slow in hot weather it is an 
indication that the compensation is not great 
enough. In such a case some of the screws, 
e, e', d, d’, etc., should be moved nearer to 
a, a’, which will cause mote weight to be 
displaced when the arms move inward or 
outward. How far the screws should be 
moved depends on the time to be gained or 
lost. 

From the foregoing it can be inferred 
that the moment of inertia, also called the 
momentum of a balance, depends on the 
weight and distance, which determine its 
power to overcome resistance by reason of 
its motion. 

[he moment of inertia of the carousal 
will be greater when the 60 persons are 
seated on the 8-ft. distant horses than on 
the 4 or 6-ft. distant ones. For if we try 
to stop the former when flying around eight 
turns a minute we will have a harder job to 
perform than if we tried to stop the latter, 
which carries the same persons also at the 
rate of eight turns a minute, for in the lat- 
ter case the engineer partly closed the valve 
of the motive power in order to make no 
more than eight turns a minute. This rule 
applies truly to balances. 

A balance with most of its weight near 
its extreme diameter has a greater moment 
of inertia than another of the same size and 
weight, but which has its weight niore di- 
vided over the balance and nearer to the 
center of oscillation, for as the moment of 
inertia or the radius of gyration, which is 
derived from the moment of inertia, in- 
creases, the propelling power must also in- 
crease, which happens by the greater con- 
traction of the hair and mainsprings. Be- 
cause of this greater momentum the bal- 
ance will be more able to overcome resist- 


“ance or disturbances such as are caused by 


fast walking, horse riding, etc. 

We learn from this that watches with 
proportionately large and heavy balances are 
preferable to those with proportionately 
small and light balances.

A Good Watch Oiler and How to Use It. 


BY J. H. MOUND, PASCHAL, GA. 

” INDLY permit a few remarks on the 
above tool that was adopted by me 

some 15 years ago after working at the 
bench five or six years. For an oiler to use 
on fine watches take a small sewing needle 
that is slender and of the smallest eye. 
Run the head of needle over an oil stone 
so as to cut it down nearly to the edge cf 
the eye. Strike off the little burr around 
the edges that may have been produced in 
cutting down, leaving it a little cound at 
the end above the eye Insert the oile> in 
a brush handle and it is ready for use. In 
oiling a movement put a small particle of 
oil on a clean flat watch glass so as to 
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spread thinly. Always hold the oiler with 
the eye upwards. Now touch the oiler to 
the oil, which will take no more than the 
eye of the oiler will hold, and as soon as 
the oiler comes in contact with the end 
of the pivot or jewel, it will leave the 
oiler at once. The great advantage of this 
tool over others I have used or that are 
used generally by watchmakers is that it 
applies the proper quantity of oil to every 
pivot. In using this oiler no more watch 
plates, jewels and pinions will be smeared 
over with oil, and the movement will be 
more certain to perform its duty with ac- 
curacy. 


Wheatstone’s Dynamo. 


NE of the most important steps towards 


the development of the dynamo ma- 
chine was taken in the year 1845 by Sir 
Chas. Wheatstone, who, in conjunction with 
Mr. Cooke, patented “the substitution of an 
electro-magnet in place of a permanent mag- 
net,” in magneto-electric machines. Prior 
to this date, Wheatstone and Cooke effected 
various improvements in detail in magneto- 
electric machines for telegraphic purposes 
The chief of these is considered to be the 
employment of a number of armatures in 
one machine, with appropriate commutators, 
so that a large number of impulses or cur- 
rents might be obtained in one revolution, 
thereby practically producing a continuous 
current.

Question No. 14.—Will you publish un- 
der “Workshop Notes” the correct solution 
of cyanide of potassium for a bath to re- 
move fire from silver by electric process?

ANSWERS. 

Question No. 1:—In order to expand the 
length of a metal 1-32” for each degree 
Fahr. of heat applied, the metal should be of 
these lengths: Platina, 544°; cast iron, 
422’: steel, 436’; bismuth, 337.5’; gold, 
320.5’; copper, 272’; brass, 254.5’; silver, 
247.5’; tin, 229’; lead, 164.5’; zinc, 161’. It 
being required to increase 1-32” by the ad- 
ditional heat of 212°, the metals, to obtain 
such expansion, need only be of about these 
lengths: Platina, 2.60’; cast iron, 2’; steel, 
2’: bismuth, 1.59’; gold, 1.51’; copper, 1.04’ ; 
brass, 1.2’; silver, 1.16’; tin, 1.08’; 


0.77'; zine, 0.76’. There is, consequently, 
no possibility of expanding < piece of metal 
1%” square to 1 9-32” square by apply- 
ing 212° of heat. Let it be remembered, 
here, that the sign ’ stands for feet and ” 
for inches. 

Question No. 2:—Quicksilver, or mer- 
cury, does not need to be dissolved; it is 
always in a liquid state. We do not know 
of any receipt to make looking glasses with 
quicksilver; it cannot be done by simply 
rubbing quicksilver over the glass, as some- 
times done on metal. We will abstain from 
describing a costly process that would be of 
no benefit to correspondent, as he can buy 
a mirror much cheaper. 

Question No. 3:—The graver should 
have only the face whetted. If it is round- 
ed no clean cut can be obtained. The lower 
side of the graver should only be passed 
over the stone for one or two strokes in 
order to remove the burr. It is recommend- 
ed to use two different oilstones for the 
whetting of gravers, one of a coarse grain 
that does the grinding and one that is hard- 
er and of a finer grain to smooth or polish 
it. With such a graver the cutting will be 
bright and clean. Watchmakers who have 
no hard oilstone smooth their gravers over 
a piece of fine emery paper. When start- 
ing to turn in a balance staff use only the 
point of the graver, or else you will not 
succeed in making it true. Do not hold the 
graver too low against the staff, but almost 
tangential to it. When the staff is nearly 


| turned at the required thickness, smooth it 


with the side of the face of the graver. If* | 


the graver be in good condition very little 
filing and grinding will be required for the 
finishing and the danger of making it again 
untrue by too much filing is thus avoided. 
Question No 4:—Yes; they are when 
you handle them right. Always be care- 
ful that the wire to be centered has a flat 
face and that it is at a straight angle with

Question No. 5:—If the hole of the ruby 
pin is big enough to admit an American 
ruby pin which has as large a diameter as 
one side of the triangle ruby pin, it will do 
nicely. If, however, the hole requires a 
thinner American ruby pin, it will have too 
much play in the fork, and the hole should 
be enlarged. 

Question No. 6:—Many receipts for sol- 
dering aluminum have been published, but 
few of them have given satisfaction. We 
will mention here one of the best: To 
make aluminum solder, melt 10 parts of 
aluminum and, when in fusion, add 40 parts 
of zinc. When the mixture is melted, cover 
the surface with tallow and maintain it in 
quiet fusion for some time, stirring occa- 
sionally with an iron rod. Then pour into 
Seven parts of aluminum to 42 
of zinc, six parts of aluminum to 44 of zinc, 
four parts of aluminum to 46 of zinc, are 
said, also, to be as good solders as the 
above mentioned. The flux consists of six 
parts of copaiba balsam, two parts of Vene- 
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tian turpentine and a few drops of lemon 
juice. The soldering iron is dipped into 
this mixture. 

Question No. 7:—We believe you readily. 
All you need to do is to put some fat oil to 
the slide, heat it over an alcohol lamp, pull- 
ing it during the operation, and it will 
loosen easily. 

Question No. 8:—It would require too 
much space to describe to the uninitiated the 
many methods as to how to make silver so- 
lutions and how to use them. There are 
many good books on electro-plating which 
can be consulted with benefit. 

Question No. 9:—Gold is not as good a 
conductor of electricity as copper. The fol- 
lowing table gives the conductivity of dif- 
ferent metals:

It is, nevertheless, advisable 
for those commencing business on a mod- 
erate scale to use the Voltaic battery until 
they have become expert platers and are 
fully acquainted with the various processes 
of the business. 

Question No. 12:—You will find a good 
answer to this question in the issue of THE 
Jewevers’ Review of Nov. 20, 1901, page 
It teaches how to bronze plaster of 
Paris objects. You can use the same meth- 
od for bronzing metals, with this difference, 
that it is not necessary to cover metals with 
graphite. 

Question No. 13:—We would advise cor- 
respondent to send the defective burnisher 
to a lapidary for repolishing, as the 
scratches must be ground out with emery 
or diamond powder on metal laps and then 
the stone polished with rotten stone. This,

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Good Prices for Chinese Bric-a-brac. 





HE second day’s sale of the Chinese 

porcelains, potteries, jades and glasses, 
which Thomas B. Clarke’s art house placed 
with the American Art Association to be 
sold at auction, produced $9,822 at the 
American Art Galleries, New York, Feb. 
13. This, with the proceeds of the first 
day’s sale, brought the total to very nearly 
$20,000, with two more days for the sale to 
run. 

The offerings aroused the bidders to large 
tenders only on a few occasions. A five- 
inch bit of carved rose crystal was sent up 
to $180, and a Fei-Tsui vase a couple of 
inches taller to $200. A pair of vases in im- 
perial yellow, with decorations of flowers 
and birds, sold at $320, and a green vase 
of globe shape, catalogued as K’ang-hsi, at 
$425. A yellow vase of similar shape and 
similarly catalogued brought $310. The 
most expensive piece sold was a vase above 
two feet in height, decorated in the five 
colors that mark many of the productions 
of the K’ang-hsi period. This fetched $700. 
A temple jar in blue and white of similar 
dating sold for $130. 


A Notable Clock. 


ENRY C. CONRAD, of Wilmington, 
Del., has in his possession a grand- 
father’s clock which was made in Cecil 
county and has a most interesting history. 
For over 130 years the clock, a stately time- 
piece over eight feet high, with brass face 
that indicates the time of day, the change 
of the moon and the day of the month, stood 
on the landing of the stairs in the old Low- 
den homestead at Christiana, Del. It was 
then the property of John and Josiah Low- 
den, two bachelor brothers. It was handed 
down to them from their father, who inher- 
ited it from his grandmother, Esther Brown, 
whose daughter Rachel married John Low- 
den, Sr., about 1756. 

Esther Brown’s family were among the 
earliest settlers of the Nottingham lots, near 
Calvert, Cecil county, laid out by William 
Penn. She was the original owner of the 
clock. Benjamin Chandlee, who was among 
the first settlers of Brick Meeting House, 
was the maker of the clock which bears 
his name. The clock case is made of bird’s- 
eye maple ornamented with unique brass 
hinges. Chandlee was a famous scientific 
man in his day, and the clocks and mathe- 
matical instruments made by him ranked 
very high.

By an old record in Wurtumburgn, where 
a history and record of the works of me- 
chanics were kept in those days, it is re- 
corded that “Conrad Wehrle was a furni- 
ture maker by trade, and made clocks when 
not employed at his regular trade. That in 
all he made eleven clocks; his first in the 
year 1668 and his eleventh in the year 1674,” 
from which it is fair to assume that No. 
5 was made about the year 1670. His No. 
1, at the date of Mr. Loyd’s correspond- 
ence, which was about fifteen years ago, 
was in Wurtumburgn, running and keeping 
good time. The pendulum of No. 1 was 
balanced horizontally on the top of the clock, 


| instead of hanging in the ordinary way per-

Mr. Loyd’s clock stands on 
the floor, and frame and all is about eight 
and a half feet high. The painting on the 
face of the clock represents roses, small 
flowers, vines and columns, and though 
broken in places, it is plain to be seen to 
have been the work of a master. Mr. Loyd 
can trace its history in this country for 
about 140 years, and recently wrote to Ger-
